THE CONFEDEKATE LOCALS. 


These stamps which were used by the Post- 
masters at the south in 1861 are now among the 
most eagerly scught and highly prized of any 
stamps. There are really many more of them 
than is generally supposed. We have only had 
descriptions of about 25, while a full list of all 
the varieties would exceed 100. The following 
partial list includes a few not generally known ;

We have also several variations in the types 
color and paper of the above, of which a few col- 
lectors make distinction. 

A geutleman who has a fine collection informs 
us that shortly after the fall of ( harleston he ob- 
tained from boys whem he induced to hunt them 
up. over a peck, not of the Confederate stamps 
which . ere thought nothing of, but of the locals, 
which he gave away to friends and officers in 
the army. 

Many of these stamps are now cn old letters 
throughout the South, and it will be worth 
while for those who have the fac:lity to hunt 
them up, for many of them sell for $10 apiece 
and upwards. We have bought quite a number 
at rom $5 to $10 and shall be glad to get more 
of them as long as the demand continues. They 
are worth at least a dollar more, when preserved 
on the original envelopes.

Promise to your lordship and to tell you I have 
a Pleasure in doing it, I put to paper a few

The General has good Intelligence of the Fleets 
sailing from N. Y. the evening of the 19th.— 
25 .h.ps of the line, 3-50’s—3-40’s—about 6000 
Troops on board, Clinton himself, they have 
some Fire ships under the Guise of Frigates hop- 
ing to deceive Count de Grasse with them—they 
are prepared with a species of Carcasses calcu- 
lated to burn their Sails and Rigging but of all 
this apparatus, Information was dispatched to 
his Excellency four days before the Sailing of 
the F leet. 
G. Washington was by his letter of the 6th. to 
open his Trenches the Evening of that day. 
Iam, my lord, with great Sincerity, Yonr lord- 
ships most obe it. Servant. 
Jed. Huntington.”’
